After th e parade and speech es 
came five h ours of dramatics. A 
h uge open-air crowd saw enact­ 
ment of alleged cruelties of Jap­ 
anese soldiers and th e “Ch inese 
slav ery th at will come” if Japan 
is not defeated. 
General Yu spoke glowingly of 
th e growth of anti-Japanism 
among millions of Ch inese. 
“We h av e a h alf-million farm ­ 
er soldiers in training in th is 
district alone,” h e sad. “A q uart­ 
er of a million boy spies, ranging 
from eigh t to 18 y ears old, keep 
us informed on Japanese move­ 
ments. 
“A q uarter of a million women 
propagandists are arousing th e 
people. Similar mass mov ements 
are growing in th e prov inces of 
Ch ah ar,

Kanso. Th ere are small units in

With th e Ch inese Red Army in 
North Ch ina, March 
25 (ZP)— 
General Yu Ch eng-Tsao, com­ 
mander of central Hopeh pro­ 
vince Ch inese Communist forc­ 
es, h as, th is to say of th e final 
outcome in Ch ina’s war with 
Japan: 
“Th e farth er inland th e Japa­ 
nese come th e surer will become 
th eir ultimate failure in Ch ina.” 
As h e spoke, 20,000 farmer mil­ 
itiamen passed in review before 
h im, 
ch anting 
anti-Japanese 
songs. 
Th eir 
flintlock 
rifles, 
spears and broadswords flash ed 
in th e North Ch ina sun. 
Th e nearest Japanese garrison 
was ten miles away . 
“Th is is only one of th e many 
people’s armies we are organiz­ 
ing to h arass 
th e Japanese,” 
General Yu said proudly . 
“ Ex cept for brief sallies, the 
J apanese are restricted to the 
railway lines. When they 
g et 
away from them, we strike. With 
our g uerilla tactics, we frequent­ 
ly surround them and wipe them 
out.” 
This miniature Red China in 
central Hopeh—the first 
pro­ 
v ince inv aded by J apanese when 
the war started last J uly 7—is 
only one of fiv e small Red states 
in the northern prov inces. It is 
200 miles behind J apanese lines, 
and between the J apanese-con­ 
quered 
Peiping -Hankow 
and 
Tientsin-Pukow railway s. 
A drum and bug le corps fol­ 
lowed the troops. 
Behind 
it 
marched 2,400 school children. 
They cheered like Americans g o­ 
ing to a 
football g ame and 
wav ed anti-J apanese banners. A 
uniformed women’s propag anda

Philadelphia 
(ZP)—While con­ 
gress debates spending addition­ 
al millions for new naval vessels, 
a “red fleet” of gaunt, silent 
warships is rusting its bottoms 
in the backwaters of the Phila­ 
delphia navy y ard. 
These 
decommissioned 
de­ 
stroy ers, submarines and aux­ 
iliary craft—133 in all—consti­ 
tute a m ajor p art of the navy ’s 
idle implements of war. Their 
berth is the navy ’s gravey ard. 
Row on row, most of these 
iron-clad hulls have been rising 
and dipping with the sluggish 
tide for IO to 12 y ears. 
Among them are Admiral Dew­ 
ey ’s famous flagship, the Oly m­ 
pia; 
seven 
destroy ers 
which 
were in European waters during 
the World War, and eight of the 
eagle boats built by Henry Ford. 
They represent an investm ent 
of millions of dollars. Some will 
be dism antled and sold for junk. 
Some will be recommissioned. All 
will become obsolete in a few 
y ears. 
Most of them were put out of 
commission 
because 
congress 


failed to provide money for up­ 
keep and m an power, officials 
explain. 
Seven of the 60 destroy ers and 
all the eagle boats have been or­ 
dered scrapped, but work has 
been held up by a drop in the 
price o^ scrap steel. 
Stripped of their m achinery 
and painted with red lead to re­ 
tard corrosion, the ships are kept 
in a good state of preservation by 
a corps of 70 engineers, carpen­ 
ters and other craftsm en. 
In event of war, some could be 
put into operation on short or­ 
der. 
Naval 
reserves could be 
called to m an them . 
Sentim ent saved the famed 
Oly mpia from the scrap heap. 
Recently there has been a move­ 
m ent among patriotic organiza­ 
tions to remove her to W ashing­ 
ton as an historic relic.
